Election time has arrived and with it the opportunity 
for all students to directly have their say in how the execu- 
tive council shall act in college affairs for the remainder 
of the year. A careful study by all voters of the various 
promises and platforms of the candidates will reveal suit- 
able men and women for the offices under consideration. 
It would be much better for college government if the 
students would forget prejudice and group voting and 
concentrate on the individual merit of the candidates. 

Thus far there has been no rumor of an independent 
running for any office but there still remains a definite 
need for one. Not that existing groups that have selected 
candidates are incapable of producing good officers; Bill 
Rogers and his Executive Council have proven capable 
administrators. But these groups do not reflect the major- 
ity of the students, and an independent could go far to 
liven up the election and produce a much greater ballot 
than has been cast in the past year. Only by having a near 
100 per cent of the voters indicate their wishes can the 
winning officers rightfully gclaim to govern by majority 
rule. 

There is a definite possibility that an independent 
could take the office of president for he would have a 
definite appeal to the non-service club members. It is this 
group that shows the most indifference to elections for 
they feel that they are not represented or merely care too 
little about the outcome. All credit to the club members, 
they generally vote about ninety-five per cent. Of course 
not just anyone running as an independent would deserve 
the right to be elected; he, or she, would have to rate high 
in. personal ability to compete with the announced candi- 
dates. For when a club selects one of its members to repre- 
sent it in a general election, he will probably be qualified 
to fulfill the office. 

These points would make for a highly successful 
election: (1) One or several independents running for 
high offices in the student government, (2) A record high 
turnout of voters who make their selections on individual 
merit, (3) A cleanly contested election on definite and 
constructive platforms, and (4) The election of the best 
candidates who have put forth their bid for the honor of 
managing SAC student government.—B.W.
